Fo rd’s first o fficia l da y in J a pa n wa s mo stly ceremo ny 
a ltho ug h he did v isit with Prime M inister Ka kuei Ta na ka 
a bo ut issues ra ng ing fro m the energ y crisis a nd superpo wer 
a rms neg o tia tio ns to co ntro v ersia l cha rg es tha t U.S. nuclea r 
wea po ns ha v e been ta ken into J a pa n. 
The o nly disco rda nt no te ca me when To ky o ’s left-wing 
ma y o r, Ry o kichi Mino be, co mpla ined in a news co nference 
tha t Fo rd ha d refused to discuss the nuclea r wea po ns issue 
with him during a n o fficia l co urtesy ca ll. 
The sy m bo lic na ture o f Fo rd’s v isit —desig ned to under­ 
line the mutua l friendship o f the two co untries, ra ther tha n 
to pro duce ma jo r new trea ties —wa s clea rly v isible in the 
sta te ba nquet g iv en by Hiro hito . 
“ I think it wa s reg retta ble tha t, in spite o f the friendly 
rela tio ns we ha d between the two na tio ns, there wa s a n 
unfo rtuna te perio d,” Hiro hito sa id in his to a st. "Ho wev er, 
since the end o f the wa r J a pa n ha s striv en fo r co nstructiv e 
dev elo pm ent o f this co untry .”

Hiro hito tha nked the United Sta tes fo r help ex tended to 
J a pa n during the 12 0 y ea rs o f diplo ma tic rela tio ns between 
the two co untries. 
Fo rd respo nded by sa y ing “ the United Sta tes is d e­ 
termined to perpetua te the unique ties tha t link pur two 
na tio ns fo r the co mmo n g o o d.” , 
The ceremo ny to o k pla ce in the Imperia l Pa la ce, the 
g ro unds o f which were la id o ut in 16 01, no t fa r fro m the spo t 
where Hiro hito y ielded to pressure fro m J a pa n’s milita ry 
rulers in 19 4 1 a nd a ppro v ed a decla ra tio n o f wa r a g a inst the. 
United Sta tes. 
Hea v y security preca utio ns prev a iled ev ery where Fo rd 
went. But despite fea rs to the co ntra ry , the President spent 
his first full da y in the La nd o f the Rising Sun witho ut seeing 
a sing le demo nstra to r. 
A strike by 3 .5 millio n tra nsit a nd co m m unica tio ns 
wo rkers, trig g ered in pa rt by Fo rd’s v isit, ma de life ha rd fo r 
7 .8 millio n co mmuters. But the wa lko ut, which la sted fro m 
12 to 15 ho urs, ha d no im pa ct o n Fo rd him self a nd po lice 
sa id there were no incidents. 
Demo nstra tio ns in 19 6 0 ca used the la te President Dwig ht 
D. Eisenho wer to ca ncel a pla nned trip to Ja pa n a t the la st 


minute, a nd there ha d been fea rs tha t leftist ex tremists a nd 
o ther demo nstra to rs wo uld ma r the Fo rd v isit. But the 


threa tened ma ss demo nstra tio ns fa iled to ma teria lize. 
The 7 3 -y ea r-o ld empero r, o nce rev ered a s a "liv ing g o d,” 
rea d his to a st slo wly in a ha lting v o ice. Then he sto o d a t 
a ttentio n while a n o rchestra pla y ed "The Sta r Spa ng led 
Ba nner” a nd to uched his cha mpa g ne g la ss to tha t o f Fo rd. 
Fo rd’s da y sta rted with a fo rma l welco me fro m Hiro hito 
a t the Geihinka n, J a pa n’s o fficia l g uest ho use, where the 
President is sta y ing . 
There, in a co urty a rd under a clo udless sky , the 3 8 th 
President o f the United Sta tes a nd J a pa n’s 12 4 th so v ereig n 
—ea ch dressed in fo rma l mo rning clo thes —bo wed a nd 
sho o k ha nds. 
The empero r’s ba nd pla y ed bo th na tio na l a nthem s a nd the 
M ichig a n fig ht so ng . 
The President dro v e with Hiro hito to the centuries-o ld 
Imperia l Pa la ce. Subdued cries o f “ ba nza i” (lo ng liv e the 
empero r) went up fro m the cro wds, mo stly wo men in 
kimo no s a nd scho o l-a g e y o ung sters. Only o ne sig n, which 
sa id “ W elco me President Fo rd,” wa s v isible. 
So me 15 ,000 security g ua rds pro tected the two lea ders, 
lining the streets a t 10-y a rd interv a ls. Fo rma lly cla d Secret 
Serv ice a g ents surro unded Fo rd. Helico pters ho v ered o v er 
the 2 9 -ca r mo to rca de. 
During a 
10-minute priv a te meeting in the pa la ce, 
Hiro hito intro duced Fo rd to Empress Na g a ko , his 7 0-y ea r- 
o ld wife o f 5 0 y ea rs. No wo men were present a t a ny o f the 
fo rma l ceremo nies beca use Fo rd’s wife Betty , reco v ering 
fro m ca ncer surg ery , ha d been una ble to a cco mpa ny her 
husba nd. 
Fo rd presented the empero r with a tria ng ula r-sha ped 
Steuben sculpture a nd a g o ld-fra med a uto g ra phed pho to ­ 
g ra ph o f himself. Hiro hito presented the President with 
fra med co lo r pho to g ra phs o f him self a nd the empress. 
In a burst o f cla ssic U .S. po litica l ha nd-sha king , Fo rd 
sto pped his limo usine just o utside the pa la ce when he left 
a nd g reeted a cro wd o f a bo ut 1,5 00 lining the curb. Then 
he dro v e o n to the g uest ho use fo r his m eeting with Ta na ka , 
who is fig hting cha rg es he a ma ssed a la rg e perso na l fo rtune 
while in public o ffice. 
Secreta ry o f Sta te Henry A. Kissing er sa id Ta na ka a nd 
Fo rd ta lked ex tensiv ely a bo ut the energ y crisis, a n impo r­ 
ta nt to pic to J a pa n beca use tha t na tio n must impo rt 8 0 per 
cent o f its o il. 
He sa id J a pa nese o fficia ls ex pressed "sy m pa thy ” with the 
Fo rd a dm inistra tio n’s recent ca ll fo r a 10 per cent impo rt 
cutba ck by a ll o il co nsuming na tio ns —a n idea to which 
J a pa n g a v e a co o l initia l rea ctio n —but po inted o ut J a pa n’s 
specia l pro blems in v iew o f its hea v y dependence o n o il fo r 
industria l purpo ses ra ther tha n co nsumer co mfo rt.

ALBANY 
The State Emergency Fuel Office (SEFO) will ccxirdinate 
efforts to alleviate hardships resulting from shortages of coal 
supplies, according to General A.C. O’Hara, director of the 
SEFO . 
Although a tentative settlement between the mine owners 
and the United Mine Workers is pending, no coal will he 
mined until the union’s general membership ratifies the 
contract. That is expected to take about 10 days. 
O’Hara requested that individuals or institutions who do 
not have or cannot secure an adequate supply of coal for 
space heating contact their county fuel coordinators. 
Institutions providing essential services such as hospitals, 
nursing homes, orphanages, homes for the elderly, correction 
institutions, and similar facilities will receive priority 
consideration. However, according to O’Hara, because of the

1. First, make Sure whatever you're mailing is well-cushioned 
so nothing is loose inside. (Yesterday's newspaper makes a 
good padding.) 
2. Even if your gift is in a gift box, put it inside a sturdy 
corrugated box. (Make sure this is well-cushioned, too. More 
newspaper will do that.) 
3. Put a slip of paper with the full address and your return 
address inside the corrugated box. Seal with tape and tie with 
twine. (That address inside the box is worth remembering 
because if the outside becomes unreadable, the Post Office will 
still know where to deliver the package.) 
4. Write or print the destination address and your return 
address (both with Zip Codes) on the side of the package you 
put the postage. 


In a real hurry? 


When you need to send your gift in a real hurry, then send 
it Priority M ail—that’s Parcel Post by air. That will get it any­ 
where in the country in just 2 or 3 days. And if the gift is valu­ 
able, be sure to have it insured. 
You'll find that when you take a few minutes to wrap it 
securely, your gift should get where it's going still looking the 
way it did when you bought it at the store.

School Crime 
. . . A Costly Bill

A recent fire destroy ed the .J ohn J . Williams School in 
Boston. Tho ugh official reports are as y et inco mplete, 
autho rities believ e v andals were responsible for the blaze. 
Last spring, three y outh, wielding fire ax es, broke into Rex 
Purnam High School in the Po rtland, Ore. suburbs, broke 
into up desks and other materials, pushed a piano through 
a soundproof glass partition and destroy ed numerous musi­ 
cal instruments, including the piano, which fell through the 
floor o f the scho o l. The tab for the night's v andalism was 
$25 ,000. 
When apprehended later, the y o uths told police they had 
gone on the destructiv e rampage “ because we didn’t hav e 
any thing else to do .’’ 
Each y ear, millio ns of tax pay ers’ dollars which should be 
spent to educate tax pay ers’ children hav e been used by 
reluctant and financially strapped school districts to pay for 
damage caused by v andalism and for security programs 
aimed at curbing v andalism. 
Natio nally , autho rities say , scho o l crime co sts $10.87 per 
pupil—abo ut as much as books. While the figure includes 
other crimes, a substantial portion represents v andalism. 
“ Ev ery night, somewhere within the city , v andalism 
o ccurs,’’ said Richard Green, chief of security for the Los 
Angeles Unified School District. 
The district has an annual budget o f $3 .9 million for 
security and its security department is the third largest law 
enforcement agency in the co unty , trailing only the Los 
Angeles city police and co unty sheriffs department in 
manpower. 
“ Vandalism causes a tremendo us lo ss,” Green said. “ It’s 
a growing problem. It does so mething to the atmosphere 
around scho o ls that is Aot co nductiv e to educatio n.” 
The district presently is spending millio ns o f dollars to 
equip scho o ls with alarm sy stems to ward off v andals.

tradition, had inv ited as a de facto repersentativ e of a non-

ex isting state, a spok esman pledged not only to hav ing his 


way throu gh the u se of terror (that has become conv entional, 
and the wonder of it is that the World Cou ncil of Chu rches 
hasn’t y et appropriated bu ndles for Arafat, as it did for 
Felimo in Mozambiqu e); he pledged himself to a solu tion 
in the Middle East which requ ires the lowering of Israel’s 
flag. He did not u se those words, preferring the standard 
eu phemism, which speak s abou t a secu lar state, where 
“Jews, Mu slims, and Christians liv e together in ju stice, 
equ ality , and fraternity .” 
The fact of it is that we are all mu ch, mu ch worse off than 
pre-Rabat. The decision to recognize Arafat transfu ses a 
fresh intransigence into the negotiations. Arafat is fired by 
a people made irrev ersibly hitter by what they consider 20 
y ears of persecu tion and ex ile. A few months ago—ev en a 
few week s ago—the moderate Arab States were in apparent 
control and a rhy thm had been established. Now the Sadat 
who spok e reasonably with Kissinger is made ou t to look lik e 
a qu isling; King Hu ssein is presented with the requ irement 
of y ielding his claim on the west bank to Arafat, and 
weak enihg his own already deteriorated position. And, in 
Sy ria, one can almost hear the gu ns, tattooing a renewed 
resolu tion to holy war. 


What looms as the prox imate problem? It is A rafat’s 
annou nced intention of ex ercising sov ereignty ov er the west 
bank . Combined with Israel’s eternal pledge not to permit 
it to happen. W hether before the clash comes there can be 
negotiations depends, su bstantially , on the United States, 
withou t whose adv ance com mitm ent to su stain it, Israel 
cou ld not lau nch another war. And the United States, world- 
weary on so many fronts, is not as easy going as it u sed to 
be on su ch m atters. The prospects are grim, and the 
swaggering performance of Arafat, made possible by the 
impacted irresponsibility of the United Nations, brings u s 
closer to war.

The Po wer o f the Fed 


W ASHINGTON (K S)—Sy lv ia Porter laid 
down a k ind of half-bak ed u ltim atu m the 
other day . The chairperson of President 
Ford’s Citizen’s Action Committee to Fight 
Inflation said that if we don’t tak e the pledge 
for the WIN campaign and promise to grow 
v egetables in the back y ard, her boss was 
going to slap on “ m andatory wage and price 
controls.” 
This happy intelligence Ms. Porter said 
she’d learned not from the President’s own 
mou th, bu t had dedu ced in her capacity as 
a “ trained econo m ist.” Where Ms. Porter 
receiv ed her training wasn’t mentioned in 
the dispatches, bu t any sane school of 
economics will tell y ou that if y ou grow y ou r 
own corn and lima beans, all y ou ’re going to 
get is su ccotash. 
It might really help in the battle against 
inflation if Porter were to scoop u p a bu ndle 
of her WIN pledges and tak e them ov er to 
the Federal Reserv e Board, instead of send­ 
ing them ou t to 10,000 u ndou btedly non­ 
plu ssed state, cou nty and local officials. The 
anti-inflation tactics adopted by Ms. Porter 
and President Ford are more su ited to the 
AntiSaloon Leagu e than to ou r ex cru ciating­ 
ly difficu lt economic problems. 
P rinting for Inflation 
Howev er, the one place where adm inis­ 
tering the pledge might do some good is at 
the Federal Reserv e Board. The Board is 
where they grind ou t all that worthless 
money ; and while there is no k nown correla­ 
tion between the price lev el and Ms. Porter’s 


homegrown tu rnips, there is a high one 
between the Fed’s money printing and infla­ 
tion. 
Ex perience shows that the u pper lim it for 
pu mping new 
money 
into ou r sy stem, 
withou t getting an u gly inflationary leap at 
the su permark et check ou t cou nter, is abou t 
6 per cent a y ear. From Janu ary 197 2 to Ju ly 
197 3 the Fed was pu shing money ou t at the 
rate of nearly 9 per cent, which is 5 0 per cent 
faster than the ou ter edge of safety . Ev en 
this y ear the growth rate was 7 per cent-plu s, 
u ntil the Fed abru ptly cu t it off in Ju ly . 
T hat drastic m idsu mmer shu tdown— far 
too rapid for ou r strained and ov erex tended 
economy —has only ex acerbated m atters by 
dampening down bu siness activ ity and help­ 
ing to cau se u nemploy ment, while the Fed’s 
prior inflationary policies continu e to eat 
away at pensions and pay check s alik e. Now 
it appears that the Fed has rev ersed itselt y et 
again and is attem pting a major reflation. 
Why all this wild ju rnpu ng arou nd? “ Ov er­ 
reaction to short-ru n flu ctu ations,” say s 
Darry l Francis, the president of the St. Lou is 
Federal Reserv e Bank . In the closed, no­ 
com ment world of the Fed, Mr. Francis is 
look ed on as something of a dissident, 
independent think er; bu t on the ou tside 
many persons agree with him and go fu rther 
to say that the Fed’s policies are impractical, 
contradictory and dangerou s. 
The Fed’s goals are lau dable enou gh: to 
k eep employ ment u p, interest rates down, 
bu siness u p, inflation down and prices flat. 


The operativ e assu mption for doing all this 
is that easy money produ ces jobs and low- 
interst rates. It has nev er qu ite work ed ou t 
that smoothly , hence the higgles and jiggles 
in the money su pply . 
Of late, thou gh, the nu mbers su staining 
these ideas hav e been behav ing v ery badly . 
1’he Fed is hav ing to print more and more 
money for fewer jobs and more inflation. 
"The 
trade-offs 
between u nemploy ment 
phases of antiinflationary rev ersals,” say s 
the Univ ersity of Rochester’s Karl Bru nner, 
an economist who doesn’t get his data from 
the squ ash and zu cchini. 
The Fed’s ability to create jobs , control 
interest rates or meet any of its goals 
diminshes as the mischief it cau ses grows. 
One of the reasons is that bu sinessmen are 
getting hip to the damage the Fed can do in 
its fu mbling, inflationary inadv ertence and 
are tak ing steps to protect themselv es. So, 
when the Fed wants bu siness marching one 
way , the shrewdies mov e in the opposite 
direction for su rv iv al’s sak e. 


Nev ertheless, the power of the Fed to 
bou nce u s v iolently u p and down the graphs 
is still only u nderstood by a minu scu le paret 
of the popu lation. They k now that the Fed 
has the machinery to mak e it nearly im ­ 
possible for the rest of the gov ernment to ru n 
u p 
the 
horrendou s deficits 
ev ery body ’s 
shriek ing abou t. They k now its central posi­ 
tion, as Sy lv ia Porter wou ld if she’d k indly 
come ou t from behind the cabbages.

By im ­ 
personating the grou p’s lead­ 
ers ov er the radio, howev er, 
the FBI cau sed the dem on­ 
strators to assemble sev eral 
block s from Nix on's rou te. 
The “grou p leader" whose 
"lov e life" was inv estigated 
cou ld well hav e been the late 
Dr. M artin Lu ther King. We 
hav e seen an FBI report on 
Dr. King’s romances. A copy 
was slipped to u s, howev er, 
by a Whit Hou se, not an FBI 
, sou rce. We cited the report 
in a colu mn scolding the FBI 
for pry ing into Dr. King’s 
priv ate life. 
All sev en Contelpro pro­ 
grams, according to the su m ­ 
mary 
prov ided

“ were specifically au thorized 
by former FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoov er.” FBI files in­ 
dicate Hoov er consu lted with 
no one in the Ju stice Dept., 
“ in Congress or the W hite 
Hou se.” 
A “ total of some 3,208 pro­ 
posals for cou nterintelligence 
activ ity were su bm itted by 
v ariou s FBI field offices for 
consideration. . . .

The Windmills o f Ha wa ii 
A Po ssible Energ y So urce 


H O N O L U L U (U P I) 
Hawaii’s lush mountans may 
one day be dotted by pic­ 
turesque windmills aimed at 
harnessing power at low cost. 
Although some independ­ 
ent projects have been under­ 
taken to explore the possi- 
bilibities of windmills to meet 
some of the nation’s energy 
needs, for the first time a city 
— Honolulu — is financing a 
study of them to reduce de­ 
pendency on oil for energy. 
Dr. Donald Grace, with the 
University of Hawaii Center 
for Engineering Research con­ 
tracted to carry out the study, 
says that windmills have defi­ 
nite potential as a natural, 
nonpolluting source of energy 
for Hawaii. 


His preliminary investiga­ 
tions found that a windmill, 
which costs about $50,000, 
would pay for itself within 
seven years and could last up 
to 50 years. It takes about 
$7,000 a year for enough fuel 
to produce the same amount 
of energy as one windmill. 


Researchers visited several 
high peaks and monitored 
wind 
speeds. 
W’ith 
winds 
reaching 10 miles per houur, 
the minimum considered nec­ 
essary to operate a windmill, 
Grace 
found 
mountainous 
spots where speeds reached 
an average of 20 to 30 miles 
per houur. Where steep cliffs 
surround the possible wind­ 
mill site, a funneling action 


speeds up the wind velocity 
considerably. 
Hawaii's 
dependency 
on 
petroleum reaches almost 100 
per cent of its energy require­ 
ments, authorities say, while 
other states’ dependency is 
roughly 46 per cent. Officials 
contend that because coal 
and 
natural 
gas 
are 
un­ 
feasible sources here, natural 
energy must be developed, 
which could be used in other 
areas of the country as well. 


Grace estimated it would 
take 250 windmills with a 
125 -foot diam eter blade 
whipped by 20 mile per hour 
winds to reduce Honolulu’s 
dependence on fossil fuels by 
10 per cent.

Where agricu ltu re o n ce do min ated, ho mes an d bu sin esses 
n o w clu ster. Where o n ce immigratio n was steady bu t 
u n sp ectacu lar, the gro wth rate to day is amo n g the mo st 
rap id in the state. Highway s hav e rep laced railro ads, 
ho u sin g dev elo p men ts hav e rep laced p eacefu l fo rests an d 
the cities hav e flo u rished, flo u n dered an d then reco v ered 
again . 
The Catskill regio n , altho u gh still essen tially a ru ral 
stro n gho ld amid u rban en cro achmen ts fro m the n o rth an d 
so u th, has chan ged p ercep tibly sin ce the early 19 00’s. 
Acco rd n g to the mo st kn o wledgeable ex p erts, tho se chan ges 
will accelerate o v er the n ex t 3 0 y ears. 
Charged with p ro jectin g fu tu re tren ds an d reco mmen din g 
p o licy to gu ide the gro wth o f the regio n in co min g y ears, the 
Catskill Stu dy Co mmissio n req u ested the New Yo rk State 
Dep artm en t o f Co mmerce to stu dy ju st where the regio n has 
been an d where it’s headed in the fu tu re. The co n clu sio n s 
reached aren ’t n ecessarily startlin g, bu t they do giv e a 


gen erally co mp rehen siv e p ictu re o f the regio n ’s dev elo p 
men t. 


On e p o in t that was emp hasized was the great div ersity o f 
character amo n g the six co u n ties that co mp rise the Catskill 
regio n . Ulster an d Su lliv an Co u n ties, fo r in stan ce, sho w 
marked differen ces in p o p u latio n an d life sty le fro m the 
mo re ru ral co u n ties o f Green e, Scho harie an d Delaware. 
Thro u gho u t the regio n , p o p u latio n in creased by 28.5 p er 
cen t between 19 00 an d 19 70. Ulster Co u n ty alo n e co n tain s 
4 0 |>er cen t o f the regio n ’s p o p u latio n , a reflectio n o f its 
lo catio n alo n g majo r water an d o v erlan d tran sp o rtatio n 
co rrido rs. An d, sin ce 19 00, Ulster has steadily in creased its 
share o f the regio n ’s to tal p o p u latio n . 


Bu t ev en mo re sign ifican t than strict p o p u latio n n u mbers 
are the chan ges that hav e o ccu rred within the regio n ’s 
p o p u lace. Urban p o p u latio n n o w o ccu p ies 3 0 p er cen t o f the 
regio n 's p o p u latio n , bu t that figu re hasn ’t chan ged sin ce 
19 3 0. In 19 3 0, 3 1.7 p er cen t o f the regio n ’s p o p u latio n liv ed 
o n ru ral farms; that figu re declin ed to ju st fiv e p er cen t in 
19 70. At the same time, the n u mber o f p eo p le liv in g in the 
ru ral-n o n farm secto r in creased fro m 4 0.6 to 6 6 .5 p er cen t. 
That shift fro m an agricu ltu ral eco n o my , which was mo st 
p ro n o u n ced between 19 5 0 an d 19 70, was also p artially 
resp o n sible fo r the steady gro wth in Ulster an d Su lliv an 
Co u n ties, which deriv ed the ben efits fro m the steady 
so u thward shift in the regio n ’s p o p u latio n . 


Altho u gh the birth rate ha» declin ed ain ce the 19 6 0's, (he 
p o p u latio n o f the regio n ha» in creased. 
attractio n o f the Catskills as an area to liv e an d wo rk. 
Im p ro v ed tran sp o rta tio n facilities, p a rtic u la rly the 
Thru wav . hav e co n tribu ted to that migratio n . 
Altho u gh p o p u latio n co n tin u es to in crease, an d the o p - 
p o rt u n ities fo r emp lo y men t in bu sin ess an d in du stry co n - 
tin u e to ex p an d, the Catskill regio n remain s o n e o f the 
p o o rest in New Yo rk State. Per cap ita p erso n a in co me ,n 
19 72 was $4 ,127, abo u t eight p er cen t less than the lev el fo r 
the remain der o f u p state New Yo rk^ Sin ce 19 6 4 , ho wev er, 
that gap has been clo sin g, an d o v er the last 10 y ears in co me 
has in creased at a greater rate than the rest o f .the state, 
ex clu din g Metro p o litan New Yo rk. 
An d, desp ite the steady in crease in the regio n 's labo r fo rce 
(Ulster Co u n ty ’s labo r fo rce grew 4 5 p er cen t between 19 .50 
an d 
19 70 alo n e), the Catskill Regio n has an av erage 
u n emp lo y men t rate that ru n s 20-5 0 p er cen t higher than the 
rest o f the state. 


M an u factu rin g (IBM, Ro tro n , etc.) remain s the largest 
emp lo y er in the regio n , altho u gh its share o f the wo rk fo rce 
is decreasin g slightly bu t steadily . Again , Ulster an d 
Su lliv an Co u n ties attract mo st o f the m an u factu rin g an d 
in du strial o p p o rtu n ities an d, becau se o f that, hav e u n ­ 
emp lo y men t rates that are gen erally lo wer than the rest o f 
the regio n .

Jo hn so n , sp eakin g at the rally in his behalf, charged that 
Co ffman had fabricated charges again st him, to wit that he 
had n o t mastered his su bject m atter, an d that the “ real 
reaso n " behin d his dismissal was that he was "a black who 
sp eaks o u t fo r what 1 believ e in . The adm in istratio n wan ts 
tho se v iews rep ressed.” 
A 10-p erso n stu den t co m mittee o rgan ized the rally an d 
say s that it will n o t accep t co mp ro mise in the Jo hn so n case. 


It wan ts him to stay at New Paltz. A n u m ber o f Jo hn so n s 
co lleagu es in the So cio lo gy Dep artm en t are also su p p o rtin g 
him.

DEAR DR. LAM B—INn one of y our colum ns y ou said 
that low thy roid is a metabolic disease, but there were many 
causes of fatigue. At tim es I hav e a burst of energy , but it 
doesn't last v ery long and usually after supper I tend to be 
quite tired. I do hav e an underactiv e thy roid and my blood 
pressure is low. 1 was taking some ty pe of thy roid pills, but 
they didn’t seem to help me at all. As a result of my thy roid 
condition 1 am ov erweight. 
* 
DEAR READER—Let’s elim inate the problem of phy sical 
fatigue from heav y phy sical work. The cause of other ty pes 
of fatigue is often situational. It may be a sy mptom of just 
■plain boredom. In other instances it reflects unhappiness 
with life situations, at home, with the family , or on the job. 
A common problem with many people is lack of a truly 
significant goal that stim ulates the person and brings out 
his or her best qualities. 
Emotional fatigue in the ev ening often is related to 
• problems within the marriage. It may be a woman’s reaction 
to spending the night with her husband. Some men, too, use 
the mechanism for similar reasons. 
■ 
Bey ond that y ou need to look to the many medical 
problems that interfere with the release of energy from y our 
food within y our cells. High on this list is anemia. You need 
ox y gen in the cells to release food energy . Anemia lim its the 
ability of the blood to carry ox y gen to the cells. 
Nutritional factors are equally important. If y ou don’t 
hav e enough of the right foods and the necessary v itam ins 
needed to process the food and release energy , y ou will lack 
energy or feel tired. Any one who has ov erdone the dieting 
kick knows what I’m speaking about. 
Circulatory disease, including heart trouble, can cause 
fatigue. It is similar to anemia, in that poor circulation 
makes it impossible to prov ide adequate amounts of ox y gen 
and nutrients to the cells. You hav e to be able to transport 
all the food and ox y gen elem ents to the cells before the 
energy release can occur. 
Infectious illnesses sap energy by using it to fight the 
infection or repair and replace damaged structures and v ital 
complex chem icals in the body . 
A common cause of fatigue is insufficient phy sical activ i­ 
ty . This can happen to a housewife. The house-keeping 
chores, while tim e consuming, may not prov ide the range 
of needed phy sical activ ity . The oil ice worker sitting at a 
desk all day may become phy sically deconditioned. This has 
far-reaching effects on energy . A good regular phy sical 
ex ercise program will help with this problem.

After Ulster County Community College’s 
defeat in the last moments of the Region XV 
soccer finals Saturday, the temptation was 
to think the Senators would never make that 
long sought trip to the N.ICAA tournament. 
It was the strongest team in Ulster’s 
history, one that had shattered all the jinxes 
of the past, won another Mid Hudson Con­ 
ference with ease, and survived two difficult 
preliminary rounds in the regionals. In the 
end, the prize came up second place. 
A year ago. even second place would have 
been enough. Region X V used to be one of 
two regions to receive an at-large berth to the 
nations Is, but the growth of soccer has 
changed that. Now six regional champions 
across the nation win spots, and the remain­ 
ing two places are decided by playoffs 
involving the rest of the NJCAA’s soccer 
teams outside these areas. 
Will Ulster ever have a better chance? 
Perhaps not. But it is hardly fair to think the 
Senators blew this one. 
Queensborough, the team that edged 
UCCC, was a worthy champion. While it is 
true that neither goal scored by the champs 
in Saturday’s finale would find a place in a 
textbook, it remains a fact that Queens has 
won the Region XV crown three consecutive 
years. That in itself bespeaks a certain 
measure of quality. 
In the championship game Ulster’s mid- 
field corps appeared the stronger. The 
Queensborough fullbacks and goalie, how­ 
e’ er, proved a match for the Senator offense. 
It was simply a good match, and if injuries 
were the factors that swung the balance 
away from UCCC, they must still be re­ 
garded as part of the game. 
The season on the whole was a good one 
for Ulster. Thirteen wins, two losses and a 
tie. The tie and one of the losses were later 
avenged with victories. As to the last defeat, 
well, that’s the lone hex that still hangs over 
the Senators . . . Ulster has never beaten 
Queensborough.

To Its Hall of Fame 


KINGSTON 
Kingston Woman's Bowling Association 
has added three names to its Hall of Fame 
roster. The newest group of inductees in­ 
cludes Hilda Murphy, June Van Kleeck and 
the late Tess Moss, who was named post­ 
humously to the KW BA Honor Roll. 
Mrs. Murphy, one of the city’s all-time 
great women bowlers, earned her Hall of 
Fame designation with a host of glittering 
credentials. During her Kingston career from 
1959 through 1965, she averaged from 173 to 
187 and during the 1959-60 season rolled ten 
600 triples and followed with nine in the 
1960-61 season. She also rolled the highest 
KW BA single of the 1960-61 season with 277. 
Mrs. Murphy captured the KW BA all­ 
events title on three different occasions, with 
1619 in 1961; in 1964 and 1698 in 1965. 
One of Mrs. Murphy's career highlights 
during the 1960-61 season, when she won the 
all-events title in the prestigious Schenec­ 
tady Press Tournament. She rolled with four 
different teams in the event and averaged 
198.4 for 18 games, one of the top per­ 
formances in the history of the tournament. 
As a member of the Manhattan Balls 
squad. Mrs. Murphy led the team with a 645 
series when it set the all-time Hudson Valiev 


women’s record in league competition with 
2947. 
Mrs. Van Kleeck. southpaw bowler of 
considerable merit, was tapped for dist­ 
inguished service to women's howling within 
the KWBA. She served on the association’s 
Iwiardk of directors for 14 years, one year as 
sergeantat-arms and attended numerous 
state and national conventions as a KW BA 
delegate. 


Mrs. Van Kleeck also served with distinc­ 
tion on various committees when the KW BA 
hosted New York State women’s tour­ 
naments in Kingston in 1950 and 1962. She 
has also been active in the annual cham­ 
pionship tournament of the KWBA. 


The late Mrs. Moss was a pioneer woman 
bowler in Kingston, who averaged in the 150- 
160 range. A unique claim of hers was that 
she bowled continuously in the same league 
for 30 years. It started as the Emerick Ladies 
league and is now known as the Friendship 
League. 


Mrs. Moss was also active in several fund­ 
raising promotions of the KW BA and served 
on a committee to raise funds for veterans 
stationed at Castle Point during World War 
II.

PA RIS (U PI) - Labor un­ 
ions demanding higher wages 
and job security called a 24- 
hour nationwide strike today, 
forcing the French to struggle 
with reduced train service, 
electric failures and shuttered 
shops. 


Transport officials in Paris 
said TO pet cent of the sub­ 
ways, 50 per cent of the buses 
and virtually all suburban 
and long distance trains were 
running. 


Air France spokesmen said 
75 per cent of their employes 
turned up for work, with long 
distance Rights assured and 
half of short runs operating. 


Electricity went off for two 
hours in some parts of Paris 
rj nning at 7:45 a.m.. just as 
any French were trying to 
iave, shower and eat break­ 
fast. Employes in office build­ 
ings puffed up stairs because 
elevators wouldn’t run. 
Most taxis operated by big

In Beirut, an official of the 
Palestine Liberation O r­ 
ganization said the Arab at­ 
tack was another phase in the 
Palestinian revolution.

The PLO acts as an um­ 
brella for the main guerrilla 
groups including the Popular 
Democratic Front for the Lib­ 
eration of Palestine, which 
claimed responsibility for the 
attack.

Rocky May Get Unanimous Panel Approval 


W A SH IN G TO N (U PI) - The Senate 
Rules Committee plans to send Nelson A. 
Rockefeller's nomination as vice president to 
the full Senate this week, although some 
members are still not satisfied with his 
explanation of $2.5 million in gifts and loans 
to public officials. 


Chairman Howard Cannon, DNev., said 
the committee would meet Wednesday for 
what was expected to he unanimous ap­ 
proval of Rockefeller. "1 expect to vote for 
the nomination,” Cannon told reporters. 


The formal committee vote will probably 
come Thursday or Friday, but it will he next 
Tuesday before the committee’s final report 
is ready, and there may not he time for a 
Senate vote on Rm’kfeller before Thanksgiv­ 
ing. 


Senate Democratic leader Mike Mans­ 
field has indicated the Senate could take 
action on Rockefeller Wfore the Thanksgiv­ 
ing recess begins Thursday if the committee 
approves the nomination this week. 


The House -Judiciary Committee opens its 
hearings on 
the Rockefeller nomination 
Thursday, and has set no timetable for a 
House vote, although Speaker Carl Albert 
said he would like to finish the confirmation 
process this session. 


The Senate committee completed hearings 
on Rockefeller Monday by hearing from a 
number of recipients of Rockefeller gifts and 
loans, including Dr. William Ronan, who 
denied that the $625,000 he received from 
Rockefeller made him a “ psychological ser­ 
vant" to the former governor’s interests. 


Ronan. chairman of the New York-New 
Jersey Port Authority, told the committee 
that the $115,000 in cash gifts and $510,000 
in loans —which Rockefeller forgave —were 
given as an “ expression of his generosity" 
with no strings attached. 
Edward J. I/igue, the state’s chief urban 
development official, and James Gaynor, 
who headed the state's housing agency when 
Rockefeller was governor, both testified that 
Rockefeller lent them money to enable them 
to assume their posts. 
Senate Democratic Whip Robert C. Byrd 
of West Virginia said he was troubled by the 
Rockefeller gifts because some people could 
"reasonably infer" that they “ came very 
near the line" to violating New York State 
laws prohibiting gifts to public officials to 
influence their public actions.
